TEL AVIV. — Finance Minister 
Yehoshua Rabinowitz last night 
warned that if the government will 
not be able to resist pressure groups 
the very real threat of running 
down to the last dollar in our for- 
eign reserves will loom over us. 
He was speaking at the secretariat 
meeting of the Labour Alignment 
economic committee here. 
Be was thankful that most of 
the public was aware of the gravity 
of the economic situation. With that 
he dwelt on the necessity of res- 
traint for the country to be able 
to pay its way. He reiterated his 
demand for excising parts of the 
cost-of-living allowance payable to 
wage earners, warning that other- 
wise the national wage bill in 1975 
will be bigger by IL7,000m.

If that were done then 
114,000m. might go to speculative 
investments.

Foreign carriers to continue services

E] Al is grounding all its aircraft today. This will 
be the first time in the history of the State that Israel 
will become totally dependent on foreign carriers for 
all of its overseas passenger services, In a terse state- 
ment issued by the national carrier's spokesman a 
few minutes after midnight last night it was said that 
the company would be stcpping all outgoing flights. 


"This step was taken as the result 
of serious interferences with the 
regular operation of the company 
and the subsequent refusal of the 
staf’ committee of the maintenance 
workers to respond to the appeals 
made by the Government and ΕἸ Al 
management," Arnold Sherman. the 
spokegman, sald. 

“El Al will resume its flights only 
after suitable conditions permitting 
the unimpared functioning of the 
company have been ensured,” Mr. 
Sherman said. 

The spokesman added that the 
company had already issued orders 
recalling all of the company's planes 
to Ben-Gurion Airport. The alreraft 
will be grounded upon their arrival 
here. He also said that the manage- 
ment had taken all the necessary 
steps to maintain Israel's air com- 
munications and had contacted for- 
eign airlines to carry its passangers 
and freight. 

Thousands of El Al tickets had 
already been endorsed to foreign 
carriers, he said. 

El Al's filght stoppage will not. 
for the time being, interfere with 
the continued operation of the com- 
pany, and there Is no talk of closing 
down the company. Senlor officials, 
however, refused to discuss further 
moves, It is understood here, how- 
ever, that the grounding of the 
eompany's fleet may he only the 
first of a series of no-less drastic 
steps now being contemplated by 
the company management. Thesc 
Steps will alao require Government 
approval. 

Members of the strikers' staff 
committee repeatedly declared yes- 
terday, that they were not indulg- 
ing in any “go-slow" or other form 
of strike and that they were, 
instead, the victims of increased 
work pressure at the peak of the 
Christmas season, coupled with a 
chronic manpower shortage. In a 
tadio interview the mechanics 
blamed the ΕἸ Al management and 
said it was trying to “get even" 
with them to settle some old 
scores. They claimed that El Al 
was actually holding serviceable 
planes in the hangars. The delays, 
they said, were neither longer nor 
more frequent than the company’s 
average record. 

But their statements were re- 
futed. by the company spokesman 
who pointed that it had taken the 
mechanics just over 25 hours to 
change a Boeing ΤΟΊ windshield 
imstead of the five to seven hours 
it had taken the same crew of 
three to do this in the past. Visual 
inspection of a parked aircraft now 
took six hours instead of a normal 
two to three hours, removing a 
Boeing 747 engine took 26 hours --- 
while it normally took 12-15 hours 
to both remove and replace such 
engines. : 

Yesterday's nine scheduled and one 
extra filght were from 90 minutes 
to four hours behind time. Some 
1,000 passengers were flown out 
after having been served extra 
meals while waiting for their fights. 
“We weren't even able to abide by 
our make-shift time table which had 
already taken all conceivable de- 
lays into account — and the tally 
does not include the chaos caused 
to Ysrael-bound company  fiighta.

the same night because of the 
noise-abatement rules prevailing at 
many European airports and which 
prevent tuke-offs later than 11 or 
12 p.m. from such centres.” 

A typical delayed departure was 
that of flight 001 — a non-stop 
jumbo to New York which should 
have taken off at $ a.m. but was 
in the air at only 1045 a.m. 

Repeated attempts by Histadrut 
ofiicials τὰ change the mechanics’ 
attitude were unsuccessful. Their 
staff committee insisted that all 
they wanted was extra hands but 
an ἘΠ Al spokesman told The Jeru- 
salem Post that there had been 
some clear-cut “insinuations by 
staff committee members that what 
they really wanted was more 
money.” 

El Al's stand was equally clear- 
eut. "Our instructions are that if, 
by midnight tonight, it ΜΉ] emerge 
that this company can no longer 
function effectively we will have 
to suspend operations. As the situ- 
ation is now we have lost control 
of our flight schedules. And that, 
in itself, ig already an impossible 
situation,” the company spokesman 
concluded. 

Histadrut spokesmen Shmuel So- 
ler told The Pos? that the Labour 
federation was unlikely to change 
its attitude towards the strikers 
as spelled out by seerclary-general 
Yeruham Meshel on Wednesday. It 
would refuse to recognise the 
strike, let alone offer the strikers 
its protection. 

An all-afternaon session of the 
strikers with trade union executive 
Yehoshua Woschinz, responsible for 
the Ε al file in the Histadrut's 
Executive Committee, failed to yield 
any results. 

Following his inconclusive meet- 
ing with the strikurs staff com- 
mittee yesterday ufternoon, Mr. 
Wosching had another meeting 
with El ΑἹ President Mordechai 
Ben-art in an attempt to induce 
him to prolong the deadline given 
to the strikers by an additional 
24 hours and meanwhile enable him 
to negotiate a settlement of the 
dispute, 

Meanwhile, El ΑἹ continued with 
its preparations to meet all possible 
contingencies. This included the 
ehartering of freighter siveraft to 
replace its own on Agrexco's agri- 
cultural export runs to Europe.

RAFAH COAST. — The wind-swept 
dunes fronting the barren plain 
here will soon give way to Israel's 

newest city — Yamit.

Regional Centre.” But a visit to 
the site and its swiftly-rising homes 
and commercial buildings convinces 
you that the Government meant 
business when it decided recently 
that three regions must receive top 
settlement priority — the Golan, 
the Jordan Rift-Arava and the 
Rafah Approaches. 

The Government's consensus was 
disclosed here yesterday by Hous- 
ing Minister Avraham Ofer, on his 
first official visit to Yamit-to-be and 
surrounding settlements.

“Our real need now is settlers, not 
Places to settle, These three areas 
are vital to us politically and mili- 
tarily. The tGush Emunim) settlers 
who a few weeks ago insisted on 
squatting in Wadi Kelt should come 
here instead.” 

Mr. Ofer said he was “very, very 
impreased" by the progress at the 
Yamit site. Already, 155 out of 350 
first-phase residence units are 
nearly completed, and will be ready 
for occupancy next summer. By 
the time next year's school season 
commences, the seaside town will 
have two kindergartens, a primary 
school and three sections of the 
commercial and industrial centre. 

According to Shlomo Avni, chief 
of the Ministry's rural development 
division, Yamit's first citizens will 
be Regular Army men ‘and their 
families, two groups of American 
and Soviet immigrants who have 
been waiting for entry about 
six months, and several Israel fa- 
milies. whose breadwinner is a pro- 
fessional or craftsman needed to 
serve the community.

Settlers catch 
Miunister’s ear

YAMIT. — A protest rally staged 
here yesterday by families calling 
themselves the “Pioneers of 
Yamit" proved successful when 
Housing Minister Avraham Ofer 
agreed to meet with the Ameri- 
cans who say they have been 
trying to see him for the past 
four months. 

While being briefed on the 
housing plans for the region, 
the Minister agreed to talk to 
the Americans about their com- 
plaints. At the same time, the 
‘Minister announced that he had 
appointed a temporary “mayor” 
for Yamit, beginning next month, 
thus answering the complaint 
that there was no one person to 
whom the Americans could direct 
their questions concerning the 
area. 

The group of 15 families has 
been living in the Beersheba ab- 
sorption centre for the last six 
months. They claim they have 
been ignored by Government of- 
ficials ever since they came to 
Israel, expressly to settle at 
Yamit. 

Mrs. Sarah Feifel, president of 
the group, asserts they have been 
frustrated every time they want- 
ed to discuss the area and in 
their efforts to find an individual 
responsible for making decisions.

The 
recycled water will be used for 
crop irrigation, and the Jewish 
National Fund will plant trees to 
arrest shifting of the dunes. 

During a visit to nearby Moshar 
Sadot, Ofer disclosed that plans for 
two kibbutzim and another moshav 
are already on the drawing boards, 
to be sited within the Kafak Ap- 
proaches. At present, there are 
four moshavim there — Ogda, 
Dikla, Netiv Ha’Asara and Sadot. 
In addition, there are two small 
settlements serving as regional ad- 
ministrative centres for these four 
moshavim. There are aiso three 
Nahal outposts in the area — Da- 
rom, beetle. and Nezarim, .

TEL AVIV. — Victor Polsky, the 
perpen aie activist who arrived 

1 with his family on Tuesday, 
pledges to do all he can to help 
Soviet Jews who wish to leave to 
do 80. “Soviet Jewry is doomed, 
anyhow. The policy of forceful as- 
similation has not abated. A Jew 
who wants to live as a Jew must 
get out. “He came here to live as 
a Jew, Polsky told The Jerusalem 
Post yesterday. 

“To be a Jew” does not have 
réligious connotations for him. It is, 
rather a matter of origins, of be- 
longing. He felt completely Jewish 
in Russia, though he was raised by 
parents who were not religious at 
all, and who believed sincerely the 
great Revolution would bring salva- 
tion toJews along with. all human- 
kind. Victor was born in 1930, and 


when war started, moved with his Sroup 


parents to the Ural Mountains. Back 
in Moscow after the war, he follow- 
ed the normal course of a Soviet 
boy with a gift for study; he took 
up physies at the university. 

Those were the days of Stalin 
and of the “Doctors' Plot.” “We 
were nervous. We knew something 
was in the air, We did uot know 
about the deportation plans, but we 
Imew it was becoming not only 
uncomfortable but dangerous to be 
a Jew.” The “miracle” of Stalin's 
death stopped the process, but did 
not reverse -it. It was hard for a 
Jewish graduate to find work in the 
profession he had studied for. That 
‘was real 5 

.“A Russian Jew may forgo a 
higher salary and a better home, 
but he feels frustrated if he can- 
not work in his profession,” Polsky 
says. And this attitude, incidentally, 
explains many of the complaints 
expressed by Soviet immigrants in 
Israel. He was lucky enough per- 
sonally, for he found work as labor- 
atory director in a factory, control- 
ling measurement apparatus.

Professional status, Polsky ex- 
Plains, has a definite economic value. 
A. good professional gets 150 rubles 
8 month, a doctor is paid 120, a 
budding engineer 100. Salaries drop 
sharply to the average 50 rubles in 
non-academic professions. “Many of 
my colleagues had to take jobs 
much below the standard for which 
their studies qualified them.” . 

And it was because they were 
Jews. 

Indeed, any professional, any 
member of the intellegentzia in the 
Soviet Union, learns to live within 
certain bounds, if he wants to sur- 
vive. But Jews have far narrower 
limits to move in. There are things 
which they may not do, if they 
wish to avoid trouble. And the 
limits of intellectual freedom change 
eoustantly. “Some Jews try to es- 
cape the bounds by marrying a 
Russian girl, hoping that their child- 
ren, at least, will not suffer from 
restrictions. But they are often 
wrong. For when the authorities 
discover the true lineage, the path 
of advancement of these young 
people is frustrated.” 

In. 1968, the Russian democrats 
tried to revolt. “They did it spien- 
didly and boldly, but they paid 
heavily,” Polsky says. Many of the 
mow live abroad. others are 
still in labour camps, and a few 
otbers gave up and keep quiet. “But 
their example had given us, the 
Jews, a lead. We realized that we 
stood a chance of changing the of- 
ficial attitudes towards us by acting 
poldly and intelligently.” The impact 
of the Six Day War was fresh, 
and the Jews of the Soviet Union 
felt deeply involved.

Mr. Polsky himself lost his job 
three and a half years ago; his 
wife Elena stopped working before 
that. ‘The uncertainty of every next 
moment puts a heavy moral pres- 
Sure on the man who declares his 
- wish to go to Israel. “Many hesitate 
because they fear they will not be 
able to bear tension.” The Polskys 
survived. Elena did knitting for 
friends; Victor gave private lessons. 
ete was some help from abroad,

“To leave Russia is a costly 
affair,” Polsky reveals. The author- 
ities charge 900 rubles for the re- 
nunciation of Soviet citizenship and 
the exit papers. The emigrant has 
to renovate the flat which he leaves 
to the State. And he pays the air 
ticket, too. The expenses are about 
1,500 rubles per adult, Polsky 
figures. “It is a lot of money; many 
families cannot afford it.” 

‘Mr. Polsky does not believe for 
a moment that if emigration policy 
is eased, few Jews would avail 
themselves of the opportunity. The 
drop in’ emigration this. year he 
attributes to Soviet authorities, not 
to Jewish reluctance to leave. It 
was noted recently that in the pro- 
vinces, where exit visas were usually . 
granted without much difficulty, the 
authorities began applying the ha- 
rassing tactics known in the big 
towns. "One has yet to see whether 
the Jackson Amendment does any 
good. Even if it does, this will not 
be visible at once. The rulers of the 
USSR are extremely touchy on 
matters of prestige.”

An earlier operation, lasing 12 
hours and performed immediately 
after her arrival at the hospital, at~ 
tempted to treat a ruptured artery 
and a fractured femur. However, 
amputation was found necessary 
because, said her doctor, the gre- 
nade fragments “caused havoc with 
the veins, muscles and arteries in 
her thigh.”

ACRE. — Elght men, including two 
soldlers in a minorities unit, were 
remanded in custody for 15 days 
by the Magistrates Court here yes- 
terday on suspicion of Kidnapping 
a girl, killing her sister and injuring 
her brother. 


Police claim that the elght plan- 
ned to Kidnap a 17-year-old girl, Sab- 
bah Fadel Hatib, so that one of 
their group, Mahmud Fuas, 22, could 
marry her. The girl's family had 
earlicr objected to the match and 
she had become engaged to another 
man. 

On Tuesday night, the eight, in- 
eluding the two soldiers armed with 
an Uzi and a Kalachnikov gun, al- 
legedly entered the hcuse of the girl 
in the village Kabul in Galilee and 
a:tempted to abduct her. The girl's 
older brother and her younger sis- 
ter tried to stop them and in the 
cnsuing melée, the sister, Fahriya, 15, 
was killed and her brother was in- 
jured, The soldier, Omer Shebaniani, 
21, is suspected of having fired the 
fatal shots from his Kalachnikov. 
He later tcld police that someone 
had attacked him with ea Knife and 
that he then fired several shots 
into the air. 

Police arrested all eight suspects 
within 24 hours and returned the 
kidnapped girl to her home. 


White House gate-crasher 
had Messianic delusions 


WASHINGTON. Officials say 
they expect to review and improve 
White House security because of 
the Christmas morning gate-crash- 
ing by a self-proclaimed “Messiah,” 
who kept guards at bay for hours 
with bogus explosives, 

Treasury Secretary Wiliam E. 
Limon said the ine:dent, which came 
10 months after a young soldier 
erashed a stolen Army helicopter on 
the White House lawn, demonstrates 
the need “to see how similar things 
vould be prevented from haprening 
again,” 

Simsn also commended the Secret 
Service, a Treasury Department 
Agency, for its “professional” hand- 
ing of Wednesday's intruder, who 
1ammeij his automobile (hrough a 
closed White House gate. Pres.dent 
Gerald Ford and his family were 
away cn a Skiing vacation at the 
time. 

No shots were fired during the 
tense four-hour confrontation as the 
man, wearing makeshift Arab garb 
and wired to what guards feared 
were explosives, stood near the 
north pertico where presidents 
frequently greet visiting foreign dig- 
nitaries. 

The intruder spoke in Arabic, and 
the Secret Service had to summon 
an interpreter. 

After he surrendered, agen 
found that the intruder, identified 
as Marshall H. Fields II, 25. of 
nearby Silver Springs, Maryland, had 


tno explasives. He was taken to a 
mental hospital for observation. ἡ 

The Secret Service sa.d Fields 
was the son of Marshall L. Fields, 
Ὁ former official of the U.S. Agency 
for International Development, who 
died last May. He had served as an 
education specialist in Iraq, Libya 
and the Sudan. 

The ycunger Fields, who learned 
Arabic wk.le Hving abroad with his 
parents, began acting erratically 
afte: his father's death, friends 
said. In ἃ rambling statement mail- 
ed recently to several Washington- 
area news organizations, ἃ man 
identify:ng himself as Fields had In- 
djeated he would take some sort of 
accion against the government on 
Christmas Day, declaring, “I am the 
Messiah tc those who wish to be- 
Heve.” 

There was no explanation a3 to 
why Fields wanted to see the Pakis- 
tar: envoy during the negotiations, 
and embassy cfficials sald they had 
never heard of Fields. . 

A Secret Service spokesman said 
the response of agents co Wednes- 
day would have been different if 
Ford or members of his family had 
been at the White House. He didn't 
say what agents would have done, 
but did say Plelds could have been 
stopped before he reached the build- 
ing. They also said Fields’ name was

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Here are excerpts from the 
address given by Foreign Min- 
ister Xigal Alion at the opening 
last night of the international 
symposium on the Middie East, 
being held st the Shiloah Insti- 
tuta at the University of Tel 
Aviv. 


Israel's foreign policy is now at 
one of its most difficult and com- 
plex moments in its history. The 
political struggle we have faced 
during the last 14 months and the 
struggles — political and perhaps 
not only political, we may expect 
in the next few years — may be 
the most difficult we have ever 
encountered since the start of the 
Jewish national revolution em- 
bodied in the return to Zion. 

The factors which hamper our 
policy are well known. The bargaip- 
ing power of the Arab camp in ge- 
neral is at its peak, and in all that 
concerns Israel it strives for ἃ more 
united front than on any other prob- 
lem. Arab bargaining power Is In- 
comparably stronger than at any 
other period in modern history. Se- 
veral of the Arab States possess the 
greatest reserves of of] tn the world. 
They have huge capital at their dis- 
posal which is continuing to grow at 
the rate of nearly five billion dol- 
lars a month, for the time being. 

This is disturbing the whole econ- 
omic balance of the world. There 
are, of course, Jong-standing other 
factors, such as the strategic loca- 
tlon of the Arab States, thelr vot- 
ing strength in the UN and other 
international organizations and their 
links with the Moslem, neutralist 
and Communist world, which provide 
them with virtually automatic sup- 
port. 

As against the peak, which the 
organized bargaining power of the 
Arab States has reached, the indus- 
trialized democratic countries are 
now at a nadir. They still have the 
power to organize and successfully 
confront the blackmail which the 
Arab ojl States threaten them with. 
However, the interaction of separa- 
tist interests, the lack of a clear 
Ideological motivation, as well as 
weakness, not to say plain fear, 
have for the moment reduced the 
nations of western Europe to a 
group of weak and shaky countries. 
With differences the same is true 
of Japan. 

The United States is still the 
strongest, still the foremost country 
in the world and in my view will 
continue to remain so for many 
years, But the U.S. has not yet com- 
pletely recovered from the trauma 
of the war in Vietnam and is still 
working to heal the wounds of the 
Watergate affair. These two factors 
and the American economic crisis 
have strengthened neo-isolationist 
tendencies, which are not only cha- 
racteristic of the two extreme of 
the political spectrum, but have also 
penetrated wide circles in the centre. 

In this international framework, 
with the West under economic threat 
and in political crises, the Commun- 
ist bloc continues to act in a plan- 
ned and consistent manner. On the 
one hand, it is dependent on the 
U.S. and Western States and wants 
to reap benefits from them. This 
fact has made detente possible. On 
the other hand, it is acting to spread 
dissension in the West, to widen its 
own expansion in the Indian Ocean 
and the Persian Gulf and to deepen 
its penetration in the Third World. 
In any case, in all that concerns 
our region, the Soviet Union spares 
no effort to encourage the intran- 
sigence of the Arab States, both by 
sending large consignments of so- 
phisticated weapons on generous 
terms and by placing obstacles in 
the path of the American effort to 
move the region towards peace. 

Of course, mention must be made 
of the Yom Kippur War and its out- 
come when talking about the fac- 
tors which are complicating Israeli 
foreign policy at present, From the 
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Even when war seems more and more possible, it should not be thought inevitable: Allon :

miltary point of view, the victory of 
the Israel] Army waa a great one — 
perhaps our greatest triumph since 
the War of Independence. However, 
cur image was weakened by the fact 
that this victory was not acccmpa- 
nied by expectations fostered in the 
wake of the lightening war of June 
1967, and that Israel was prevented 
from crushing the aggressor armies 
completely. 1 want to stress — our 
image — and not our true strength 
and weight in various politicai are- 
nas. Unfortunately, in our world, not 
only real capability, but also Image 
has some weight, 

As far as the Arab States are con- 
cerned, the opposite occurred. Al- 
though the more intelligent among 
them must know that only a few 
days of fighting stood between them 
and total defeat, the Arab States 
as a whole ended the Yom Kippur 
War with a feeling of success. From 
the military viewpoint, they broke 
what they called “the barrier of 
fear." No less important, they sud- 
denly discovered their political 
power relative to the weakness of 
the rest of the world.

This is no easy situation and the 
scale tilting against Israel is welght- 
ed heavily. However, the scale in 
Israel's favour is far from being 
insignificant. 

First of all, if the Yom Kippur 
War has proved anything, it is the 
fact that a military solution to the 
Arab-Israel conflict is not, and will 
not be possible. If under such start- 
ing conditions, which will never re- 
peat themselves, and in such a fa- 
vourable political situation, the Arab 
armies did not achieve thelr goal, 
they must realize they will never 
achleve it. 

Tsrael today is considerably stron- 
ger than she was on the eve of the 
last war. I have no wish to make 
provocative statements, but the 
Arab States must understand that 
if they force another war on Israel, 
they will suffer a much more deci- 
sive defeat than last time, despite 
the wealth of weapons at their dis- 
posal, : ᾿ 

Moreover, despite all her prob- 
lems, Israel is a powerful factor in 
the Middle East. She is a strong and 
stabilizing element in a volatile area 
which is of great Importance to the 
whole world. Her existence and func- 
tion is an essential interest of the 
U.S. and Western Europe, not to 
speak Of others, even including ones 
in the Middle East, whose interest 
in ‘the last resort is the maintenance 
cf relative stability and calm in the 
region. 

Although Israel was not estab- 
lished and does not exist in order 
to serve the tnterests of others, it 
is important to remember, especial- 
ly during this difficult period, that 
her basic interests go hand in band 
with the best interests of other Sta- 
tes and parties in the international 
arena, among them the most im- 
portant and ‘ul, However dep- 
jorable the demonstrations against 
Israel in international organizations 
may be, not the whole world is 
against us. This is true as regards 
government and official bodies and 
even more so as regards public 
opinion, 

As in the past, so today, our goal 
and dream has not changed and will 
not change. It is the achievement of 
8. real peace with all our neighbours, 
or at least with any Arab State 
prepared for it. This is and will be 
the central goal and the primary 
objective of our policy. 

Regrettably, however, no such 

readiness has been shown by any 
Arab State. and as long as this 
situation continues, I would form- 
ulate our secondary objectives in 
the following order; the preven- 
tion of war; if this is impossible, 
its postponement in the hope of 
eventually avoiding its outbreak; 
if this too cannot be achieved, 
limiting the war to a minimum 
of battlefronts. If this too is im- 
possible, then preventing the mul- 
tiple-front from becoming a simul- 
taneous one. Of course, all these 
steps must be taken while doing 
our utmost politically and infor- 
mation-wise to gain maximum 
understanding and sympathy for 
our position and policy in Amer- 
ica, among friendly nations in 
the West and among all those 
circles and peoples in the rest of 
the world who are disposed to 
such understanding. 

T shall not prophesy as to whether 
another war can be avolded, or at 
what price. Though let me say that 
there is obviously no point in buy- 
ing off a possible war in the near 
future at the cost of certain war 
under worse conditions some time 
later. However it is not out of place 
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to stress once again that even when 
war appears more and more possible, 
it should not be regarded as in- 
evitable. For as long as war is not 
absolutely unavoidable and so long 
as the count-down has not been 
Started. there is still some prospect, 
even if very slight, of preventing 
war, or at least of postponing it, in 
the hope that it can be avoided. 

- Israel has no reason and no desire 
to seek war. On the contrary, she 
has every reason and every desire 
to strive for its prevention. We will 
not initiate war, nor be dragged into 
one, unless it is imposed on us 
against our will, Then, and only 
then, as the French say “La guerre 
comme ἴα guerre," which ‘includes 
taking the appropriate initiatives, as 
dictated by military needs and poli- 
tical considerations.

In view of the present combination 
of circumstances in the regional and 
international arena, the idea may 
spread that it would be preferable 
for Israel. to dig in and not budge 
from her position in the hope ot 
gaining time for time's sake — in 
other words, to adopt tactics desizn- 
ed to maintain the status quo for as 
long as possible in the vague hope 
that time itself will make things 
easier and improve our prospects. 
I do not believe there is any point 
in such tactics, which will not lead 
anywhere. This is not only because 
our enemies also know how that kind 
of tactic works and are capable of 
undermining it, but because the in- 
tentional lack of political progress, 
or at least the lack of readiness for 
reasonable political progress, will re- 
sult in the loss of sympathy and sup- 
port of friends all over the world, 
at the very moment that we need 
the defence, political and economic 
support which they provide us.

As I have said, we would prefer 
negotiations, if possible, on an over- 
all peace agreement immediately, 
with each and every Arah State. 
However, it does not appear that 
such a possibility is‘realistic at this 
moment. 

True, Syria says that she does not 
want interim settlements, and wishes 
to negotiate, as it were, on an over- 
ali solution. But this theoretica! 
readiness by Damascus is bound up 
with a series of pre-conditions which 
in fact render talks impossible. Is- 
rael is required to make a prior 
commitment to withdraw to the 1949 
armistice line and e that a 
separate Palestinian State, headed 
by the PLO, be set up in Judea, 
Samaria and the Gaza Strip. We aro 
informed that even if we give up 
all of the Golan Heights, Damascus 
will not agree to normalize relations: 


-moreover, Israel is required to go to 


simultaneous negotiations with all 
the Arab countries at Geneva with 
the participation of the PLO. 

‘With these conditions, it is obvious 
that mutual discussion and real nego- 
tiation are not being proposed by 
Syria. What ts an offer amounts tc 
an act of surrender in advance to 
® series of demands that the other 
side knows fun well we cannot ac- 
cept. 

Jordan, in accepting the verdict of 
its rivals at the Rabat Summit, 
stepped down from representing the 
Palestinians living in the West Bank, 
who are her citizens. Nevertheless 
she continues to give them financial 
and other aid, and leaves the bridges 
open for free movement between both 
banks. Jordan has thus unburdened 
itself from direct responsibility for 
what is called the Palestinian prob- 
lem, At the same time, it continues 
to retain a latent option on the 
West Bank in the more distant fu- 
ture, if and when circumstances per- 
mit her to return. . 

But in the pear future, Jordan is 
not a candidate for negotiations over 
the West Bank. On the other hand 
the PLO, which has been designated 
for that role by the Rabat Confer- 
ence, cannot fulfil it because of its 
extremism in rejecting any recon- 
ciliation with. Israel, and because 
— or perhaps principally — of Is- 
rael's total and outright rejection of 
the PLO. Hence, in the near future, 
a temporary deadlock may be ex- 
pected on this delicate issue. 

However, this need not be an 
absolute deadlock in the long run. 
After all, in spite of the enthusiasm 
with which the terrorist leader, 
Yasser Arafat, was greeted at the 
UN, he does not represent the basic 
interests of the inhabitants of the 
West Bank and the Gaza Strip and 
his strength is not based on them. 
Tt may be hoped, if not- assumed, 
that with the of time, when 
the PLO Is reduced to its proper 


size and its 


impotence becomes 
clear, important Arab parties will 
be found on this side of the Jordan 
who will wish to take their fate 
in their own hands, perhaps ever 
with the tacit understanding of their 
brethren on the other side of the 
Jordan. 

Maybe then the ground wili be 
laid for what may sound pre- 
mature today, that is, a gradual 
establishment of some kind of 
home rule for the Palestinian 
Arabs in those territories on 
which we are willing to com- 
promise, as an interim phase 
leading to full peace. in my 
view, the first steps of such a 
civilian government or at least 
the examination of the possibility 
of a start in the fields of educa- 
tien, labour, agriculture, ete. can 
be undertaken in the near future. 
Even without the problem of 

Judea and Samaria, which js iem- 
porarily deadlocked, Jordan and Is- 
rael have mutual interests along Is- 
rael's longest overland border of 
220 kilometres, stretching from the 
Red Sea ty the Dead Sea in the 
south and alung the Beit Shean and 
Jordan Valleys in the north. There 
is therefore room for a dialogue 
getween Amman and Jerusalem 
aimed at normatizing relations with- 
in the framework of an interim: 
agreement. The state of security 
along the common border is of in- 
Verest to both countries. 

It is conceivable that Jordan will 
eventually show interest in using 
the services of one of Israel's Me- 
diterranean ports for the transport 
of cargoes. The coordination of the 
development of Eilat and the neigh- 
bouring town of Akaba may also 
be considered. So can the idea of 
coordinating the development plans 
of the two countries along the 
border areas and the Dead Sea, for 
the benefit of both States. It may 
be that for internal or inter-Arab 
reasons, Jordan will not be prepared 
to be the first State to make an 
Interim agreement with Israel, but 
she could certainly be the second 
in line. In amy case, the path to 
negotiations with Jordan, whether 
on an overall settlement or on an 
interim agreement, with or without 
the question of the future of the 
Palestinians, must be left open to 
take advantage of the rapidly 
changing circumstances in our 
region. 

The big question remains as 
Tegards Mgypt, which, in fact, 
helds the key to further pro~ 
gress in the area. How will Cairo 
act? Does Egypt retam freedom 
to act in her own interests after 
the Rabat Conference and the 
establishment of the coordination 
between Egypt, Syria, Jordan 
and the PLO, or does every step 
which Egypt takes with respect 
to Israel require the consent of 
Syria and the PLO? Is she about 
to fall into the hands of the 
Soviet Union again, on the oc- 
casion of Brezhnev's visit, or 
will she continue to be receptive 
to the American approach to 
peace step by step? Of course, 
it is possible to bring quotations 
and declarations which may be 
interpreted either way — but. 
in the end, at this stage at least, 
we do not have an unequivocal 
answer to the question. 

Also as regards Egypt, I would 
prefer negotiations on an overall 
settlement rather than on an interim 
agreement. However, it appears that 
for reasons of her own, Egypt is 
not prepared at this time for a 
total peace settlement and what 
is on the agenda — if, it is indeed 
on the agenda — is negotiation for 
an interim agreement, based on a 
gradual “step by step". approach. 
Israel, for her part, has agreed to 
this approach: If the realistic choice 
is between an interim agreement 
with all the risks entailed because 
of its temporary nature, or a renew- 
ed diplomatic deadiock with the 
certain of war which that 
entails, the path of interim agree- 
ment clearly must be preferred.

In conelusion, I will return to 
the main subject at hand — the 
possibility of negotiations for an 
interim agreement.

Objectively, at 
least, agreement is possible: The 
mutual interest exists; the physical 
conditions make it feasible. Israel's 
readiness ig assured, of her own 
free will, and authorized Egyptian 
leaders, including President Sadat, 
have also lately been heard to speak— 
even though not sufficiently unequi- 
vocally — in favour of a step-by-step 
approach. 

Complete pessimism, therefore, 
which declares that such negotia- 
tions are utterly impossible im the 
near future, seems exaggerated.

‘Gov't not likely to extend 


ban on luxury imports’ 


Jerusalem Post Reporter 


THL AVIV. — The Government is 
unlikely to continue the present six- 
month ban on “luxury” imports 
when it runs out in May, State Re- 
venue Commissioner Moshe Neudor- 
fer said on Wednesday. 3 : 

Mr. Neudorfer told the monthly 
luncheon of the Working Women's 
Club at Beit Tavori here that the 
exporting countries were putting 
heavy pressure on Israel not to 
renew fhe ban. He did not think 
those who favoured continuing the 
ban — many of them women — 
stood much chance of influencing 
the government. 

“But the ban will have served its 
Purpose, anyhow,” he said, “by hav- 
ing had thq right psychological im- 
pact on the buying public.”

ἴον, Mr. Neudorfer assured the pub- 
Ue that the Finance Ministry “does 
not contemplate any change in the 
conditions of compulsory or volun- 
tary loans on the market until now.” 
But a special committee is studying

changeable index, as now. “The 
consensus in the Tréasury is that 
taxes are preferable to loans,” Mr.

Kibbutz breeds trout for gourmets

TIBERIAS. — Kibbutz Dan has 
achieved a surprising success in 
commercially breeding trout {Salmo 
trutta pario) in a ‘subtropical 
climate, at the southernmost tip of 
the region where this fish lives. 

The trout’s origin is in the cold 
mountain streams of northern 
Europe. A gourmet’s dish in many 
countries, trout need a year-round 
temperature of 14 degrees cen- 
tigrade and running water, that 
completely changes over four to 
five times an hour. In Israel, these 
conditions prevail only in the Dan 
stream, a tributary to the Jordan. 


During a tour this week, ar- 


ranged by Meir Bar Dan of the 
Agriculture Ministry's Department 
of Fisheries, newsmen were told 
that production and marketing 
would be stepped up to bring the 
present high price down. The pre- 
sent price is IL20 a kilogram, and 
luxury hotels and large airlines 
buy the bulk of the 50-ton annual 
output. Kibbutz fish breeders Uri 
Carmi and Moshe Lev said they 
could easily double that quantity 
without large investments. 

Lest year the kibbutz earned 
1L900,000,from trout breeding, and 
they expect to double that amount 
in the coming year. Trout can be 
exported only if it is smoked and 
trial consignments have been sent to 
Switzerland and Turkey.

‘Export-or-die’: Gov’t must give 
green light for investments

ISRAEL'S BIGGEST textile com- 
plex is Kitan-Bashan. It comprises 
Kitan-Dimona, Beit-Shean Textiles, 
and Nazareth Textiles, now merg- 
ed into a single giant 4,000-worker 
firm, controlled by Clal Investments, 
and headed by Gdalya Doron. 

“We produce 24m. metres of cloth 
ἃ year,” says Doron, “Marketing 
that quantity needs careful plan- 
ning. If we had no sales for one 
month, we could pave the road to 
Eilat and beck with the material 
on our hands.” 

Exports have declined by 10 per 
cent this year. Next year a further 
slight fall (in volume terms) is ex- 
pected. Up to now there was a 
possibility of switching between lo- 
cal and foreign sales. “What we 
didn’t export, we marketed locally,” 
Doron explains, 

Next year that flexibility will 
not exist. “We may have to sell 
our exports almost at a loss, just 
to keep production going. In the 
Jong term, this is no solution. The 
company may have to cut its la- 
bour force.” 

His company has a IL40m. in- 

Vvestment plan — what is happen- 
ing to that? 
_ There are two schools of thought 
about recessions, he broods. The 
“catastrophic” view is that prices 
have tumbled, we must all stop 
investing. The “business-cycle" view 
is that what goes down is Hkely 
to go up again in due course. “I 
belong to the latter school, so go 
on investing.” But the investment 
will be 25 per cent less than ori- 
ginally planned. 

Kiten has a sense of responsibility 
to its workers, if only because in 
three separate development towns 
it is the biggest single employer. 
“We plan to open a supermarket 
in each of our plants, jointly with 
the workers’ committee. It will stock 
basic foods. like meat, flour, oil 
and sugar, for sale to company per- 
sonnel — at cost.”

Most of the money 
was re-invested in bonds, but some 
flowed to the money market. Se- 
cond, demand for credit is down, 
and for three reasons: the six-month 
ban on the import of consumer 
durables; the cut in domestic con- 
sumption; and the tendency to 
shelve investment plans.

Exchange National has 
only two branches so far, and ts 
not expanding for the moment, be- 
cause of the sag in its principe) 
field of interest, the promotion of 
American investments in Israel. 
There are two causes: Israel's pe- 
rilous defence situation, and the 
economic recession abroad. What 
about locally-financed investments? 
Three obstacles to-date — lack of 
labour, holdups to labour mobility,

The danger facing Israel today 
is a slowdown on both fronts — 
local business and the export drive. 
Statistics for the first three-quarters 
of 1974 show a one per cent fall 
of exports iif measured by volume}, 
compared with the pre-war period 
January-September 1973. Of course, 
more men ere now in the forces, 
and more production goes to de- 
fence. But unless exports Increase 
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Sharply, Israel is in for a 
uepression. 

Not a single manufacturer among 
thase we talked to believes that 
the devaluation improved export 
prospects. We saw no signs of any 
investment spurt in export industries 
(if we omit the State-owned heavy 
chemicals}. Workers are going to 
become surplus in a good many 
Companies serving the internal 
market during 1975. There are no 
signs that they can all be absorbed 
in the export sector. The atmosphere 
is one of marking time. Ministerial 
hints are dropped that something 
may be done any moment now, 
about those export premiums. But 
Promises are not sufficient. People 
are waiting for a decision. 

More optimistic is Avraham Fried- 
man, veteran head of the Central 
Trade and Investment Company. 
now also Joint Managing Director 
of Clal. His firms remain success- 
fully in the black During the frst 
half of this year, Clal made as 
much money as in all of 1973. 
PURPOSE OF DEVALUATION 

He says: "We go on invesung as 
before, because we have faith that 
the ‘lreasury and the Commerce 
Ministry understand the situation. 
The purpose of the devaluation was 
to make exports more profitable. 
I have no doubt that in the com- 
ing weeks additional steps will be 
taken to achieve that end. Mean- 
while we are concentrating even 
more than previously on dollar- 
earning and dollar-saving projects.” 

Still, Clal is only investing “as 
before.” The implication is, not 
more; and even that must be con- 
sidered good, compared with other 
companies. Yet is it sufficient, under 
present circumstances? Says Fried- 
man: “A decision by the Govern- 
ment (to improve the exchange-rate 
for exports) would give the green 
light — to us and to many other 
companes in Israel.” 

A green light for investments. 
everybody is waiting for that. It is 
the acid test for the Government's 
economic policy — whether invest- 
ments {fin the export sector) boom 
or not. Investment not only in goods 
for sale abroad, but investments |it 
possible) that themselves originate 
abroad. Mr. Friedman explains that 
foreign investment in Israel is im- 
portant for two reasons: It over- 
comes the foreign currency bottle- 
neck (shortage of foreign currency 
could actually hold up investments); 
and it brings in new technology. “If 
you buy know-how, you get it once 
only, and probabiy not the most 
up-to-date version. 

“But if the firm possessing the 
know-how becomes partners with 
you, you get a constant flow of 
information, since methods change 
all the time, from vear to year.

Technology never stands _ still,” 
Friedman says. 

Yosef Pecker, head of Pecker 
Steel, 1g one of Israel's outstanding 
sabra technocrats. He owns 8 con- 
trolling interest in the family busi- 
ness, with Oscar Van Leer of Hol- 
land and Inland Steel of the U.S. 
(no less} as partners. He thinks 
that Israel has a capacity for big- 
ger exports. But the slogan “Ex~- 
port-or-die" is not on the scené 
yet; and it cannot be, until the Gov- 
emment makes foreign sales at- 
tractive. By “attractive” Pecker 
means that exporting goods should 
become more profitable than selling 
them locally; and the plant's export 
costing should turn out to be favour- 
able not just tomorrow, but in ἃ 
year's tlme. 

Supposing the Government yields 
to these importunities and gives the 


requisite green light — how to set. 


about boosting the export business 
on a really serious scale? Mr. Pe- 
cker has thought up an important 
new idea, that deserves serious coD- 
sideration in Israel's leading finance 
houses and investment trusts: the 
export manufacturing company. 

It differs from the export mer- 
chanting company, which has be- 
come familiar in Israel, in that the 
export manufacturing company plans 
the commodity it wants to sell, but 
sub-contracts its production to exist- 
ing: outside factories. 

In other words, the export ma- 
nufacturing company would lay 
down specifications, ag Marks and 
Spencer does when placing orders 
in Israel. It would have to plan, 
design, inspect. pack and market 
the end-product, under its own 
brand-name. "We do that ourselves," 
says Pecker. “We take our metal 
sheets to workshops, who do the 
further processing under our super- 
vision. The system works. There Is 
a tremendous reservoir of skilled 
technical capacity avaiable in Israel. 

“You'd be amazed to see how little 
manufacturing work the celebrated 
Caterpillar - tractor company, for 
example, performs on its own pre- 
mises In the U.S.." he added 

The challenge is to form business 
companies of this kind, which should 
have the marketing knowledge and 
engineering qualifications to set up 
ambitious manufacturing projects, 
without the need for massive in- 
vestment in premises, machinery or 
training programmes. Reduced de- 
mand on the local market makes it 
possible to re-adjust Israel's exist- 
ing production facilities to a new 
function, technology-intensive and 
export-oriented — provided the 
right sponsoring ventures can be 
created.

THE HAGUE CONVENTION for 
the Protection of Cultural Property 
in the Event of Armed Conflict was 
negotiated in 1954, and was signed 
by most countries in the world, in- 
cluding Israel. 

The Convention defines cuitural 
property as “monuments of arcittec- 
ture, art or history, whether rell- 
gious or secular; archaeological sites; 
groups of buildings which, as a 
whole, are of historical or artistic 
interest; works of art; manuscripts, 
books and other objects of artistic, 
historical or archaeological interest; 
as well as scientific collections of 
books or archives or of reproductions 
of the property defined above; build- 
ings whose main and effective pur- 
pose is to preserve or exhibit the 
movable cultural property defined 
above, such as museums, large lib- 
raries and depositories of ace 
and refuges intended to shelter, in 
the event of armed conflict, the mo- 
vable cultural property defined 
above...” 

‘The Convention sets up a machin- 
ery for putting these excellent sen- 
timents into effect. An international 
representative of Unesco 15 appoint- 
ed to investigate complaints, and 
each country appoints a local repre- 
sentative to watch over his country- 
men’s handting of cuitural property. 

Following the war in June 1967, 
the Unesco delegate was Dr. Hank 
Reinink, of Holland, formerly Di- 
rector of the Ministry of Culture in 
‘The Hague and member of the team 
responsible for the rescue of the mo- 
numents of Abu Simbel from the 
flooding resulting from the building 
of the Aswan Dam. Israel's repre- 
sentative is Professor Avraham Bi- 
ran, who has just retired from 
his post as Director of the Depart- 
ment of Antiquities and Museums 
after 13 years of service, to become 
the Director of the Nelson Glueck 
School of Biblical Archaeology. 

Dr. Biran polats out that mo men- 
tlon is made in the Hague Conven- 
tion prohibiting archaeological exca- 
vations, although the subject was 
discussed before the Convention was 
passed. The omission was deliberate,. 

ecause the signatories realized that 
controlled archaeological digs 
the best way of preserving cultural 
treasures.
